For what seems to be ages, 
the argument has gone on as to 
who is the best Vampi artist: 
Jose Gonzalez or Gonzalo Mayo? 
Well, I'd like to throw the situa- 
tion into further disarray by say- 
ing that I think Pablo Marcos 
should be given serious consid- 
eration. His work in #81, where 
it appeared alongside that of 
the other two, was impressive. 
While Gonzalez and Mayo draw 
fine figures (although some- 
times some disproportion does 
creep in) Marcos's illustrations 
are much more fluid, giving a 
sense of action. His mam prob- 
lem at present is that some- 
times he misses the essence of 
the main characters but this is 
largely due to the fact that 
these essences have been con- 
structed by Gonzalez and Mayo. 
If he works long enough on the 
strip this problem should disap- 
pear since either he will come 
closer to the traditional portray- 
als or the readers will become 
used to his version (or a bit of 
both). 

Of the two new stories I found 
"VAMPIRELLA and the Alien 
Amazon" to be the more enjoy- 
able. It had the requisite 
amount of action as well as 
some further background on 
Drakulon's history. I think, how- 
ever, that some attempt should 
be made to consolidate the 
Drakulon story since much has 
been written on it (see, for in- 
stance, the reprint stories in 
this very issue) and there are a 
lot of contradictions. "Scourge 
of the Dragon Queen" was 
mildly enjoyable; this series was 
drawn out too long and this epi- 
sode seemed to be merely care- 
taking, since most of it was ex- 
pected. 

The reprints were a fairly good 
selection (although I protest at 
having a reprint cover) and I 
hope that this will be instead of 
an all-reprint issue.

The clear fact of the mat- 
ter is that the bigger and 
more Important you arc, the 
more protection the court Is 
going to give you. The clear 
fact of the matter Is that the 
smaller you are, the less fa- 
mous you are, the more In- 
clined the court will be to 
run roughshod over you and 
your rights. 

These are startling reve- 
lations—these incred- 
ible refutations of "the 
American Way" — come 
from a recent Supreme 
Court decision Involving a 
hotly contested, S-year-old 

. comic-art lawsuit. By refus- 

i Ing to hear the appeal of a 
group of artists known as 

| the ''Air Pirates" in their 
battle against the mighty 

I Walt Dlaney Studios, the 
Supreme Court has all but 
sanctioned the belief that 
"Big Money" and "Big Busi- 
ness" and big everything 

I are. Indeed, ruled by a dif- 
ferent set of laws than the 
rest of us. By refusing to 
step In and consider a faulty 
lower- court decision Involv- 
ing Disney and the Air Pi- 
rates, the Supreme Court 
has destroyed the myth that 

\ everyone is protected equal- 

I ly under the statutes of this 

!■ nation. 

If you're not familiar with 

: the so-called "Air Pirates 
case," some background Is 
definitely in order. 

Back In 1971, a group 
of so-called "under- 
ground artists" led 
by Dan (Odd Bod- 
kins) O'Neill and Bobby 
(Dirty Duck) London pub- 
lished two issues of a comix 
magazine called Air Pirates 
Funnies. The two books 
contained Incredibly funny, 
phenomenally well-done and

true-to-Dlsney parodies 
of Walt Disney'sMlckey 
Mouse character. 

There was no 
O'Neill' 

ody of Mickey and Minnie 
Mouse; there was also no 
doubt that these two bogus 
rodents were Involved in 
most un- Disney like situa- 
tions. Perhaps the most 
astonishing part of the 
O'Neill parody— or at least 
the part which garnered the 
most publicity— was the 
scene where Mickey makes 
love to Minnie. 

When Disney Studios saw 
the parody, they were furi- 
ous. Always an aggressive 
protector of their copyright- 
ed material, the Disney 
folks felt Air Pirates must 
be stopped to curtail in- 
fringement on their property 
rights. But there seemed to 
be something else, too: It 
was bad enough these peo- 
ple had parodied Mickey, 
you could hear Disney say- 
ing, but It was downright un- 
American to show Mickey 
and Minnie getting It on like 
two normal rats. 

The Disney organization 
hauled O'Neill and 
company Into court 
later In 1971. Almost 
Immediately, the court halt- 
ed publication of the third 
issue of Air Pirates. Disney 
lawyers continued to fight, 
however. Disney won a large 
monetary settlement from 
the artists, a ban against 
further publication of Air 
Pirates material and a deci- 
sion that O'Neill's charac- 
ters, even though they were 
a parody, were still an in- 
fringement on Disney's 
legitimate copyrights. 
The most astonishing rul- 



ing was made by the Court 
of Appeals earlier this year, 
however. It was that ruling 
which the Supreme Court let 
stand by refusing to hear an 
appeal from the Air Pirates 
group. 

In trying to decide the 
thorny Issue of 
whether O'Neill's par- 
ody of Mickey and 
Minnie were "fair use" of 
copyrighted Disney material 
or an unacceptable infringe- 
ment on Disney property, 
the Appeals Court said it 
needed to establish a "bal- 
ancing test." On one side 
was O'Neill's rights of par- 
ody and free speech. On the 
other, Disney's legitimate 
ownership of the characters 
being parodied. 

The "balance" the court 
decided on was one that 
should be struck "at giving 
the parodist what Is neces- 
sary to conjure up the orig- 
inal." In other words, any- 
one wanting to parody 
something Is allowed to use 
only as much of the Item be- 
ing parodied as Is needed to 
convince the reader of the 
Identity of the Item being 
lampooned. If a parodist 
steps over the line and bor- 
rows too much of the orig- 
inal for his parody, some- 
thing the court decided 
O'Neill did, then it Is no 
longer parody, but copy- 
right Infringement. 



Not withstanding the 
fact that by using - 
the "just enough" 
test the court has 
set itself up as an artistic 
censor (the court, after all, 
decides whether the artist 
used too much or not 
enough or just enough), 
there is even a more fright- 
ening precedent here. 

By using the "just 
enough" test, the court has 
sanctioned different, un- 
equal rules. One set Is for 
big, important and well- 
known Industries like Dis- 
ney. The other set Is for 
smaller, poorer, less- well- 
known operations. 

If taken literally, the 
court's balancing test will 
always curtail a parodist's 
freedom to use well-known 
characters like Mickey 
Mouse or Spider-Man or 

>n the other hand, the 
court's test says It's okay to 

copy the lesser-known. So 
' while a parodist can barely 
"conjure up" the images of 
Mickey or Superman in 
order to parody them, he 
has all but free rein with the 
less known characters and 
can do anything with them 
en route to his parody. 
And that, my friends, 

stinks. 

It goes against every- 
thing we've ever learned 
about the American 
system. After two hun- 
dred years of being a class- 
less society where everyone 
is protected equally, the 
courts have decided to form 
a two- caste society. 

The upper class, the un- 
touchables, are the famous 
and the well-known. They 
are to be the ones who are 
better protected and more 
closely guarded by the law. 
They are the ones who have 
been created "more equal" 
than the others. The other 
class, the lower class, is us, 
the rest of America, the 
average person on the street 
who Isn t well known, Isn't 



Mouse or Superman.
